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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 



1 . Figure 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art~ 
because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be 
held in abeyance. 



2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: There is a 
typographical error in line 4, transmitted". Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Claim 2-5 are objected to because of the following informalities: The 
examiner has found plural acronyms without their definitions (for example, DC in 
line 12 in claim 2). It is advised to use full terms with its acronym in parenthesis. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

4. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: The examiner 
failed to find the support for the following limitation in the specification. "DC data 
obtained by variable-length-demodulating compressed video data". It is advised 
to either drop this limitation or direct the examiner to the section of the 
specification teaching this limitation. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Objections 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 



A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Eyuboglu 
et al. (US Patent 5,541,852). 

In regarding to claim 1, Eyuboglu teaches a method of streaming 
video/audio data through a network between a server and a client, the method 
comprising: a video/audio transmitting step of, in case that the server transmits a 
video/audio file to the client, converting compressed video/audio data to be 
transmitted into intermediate data 104 and duplicating the intermediate data into a 
packet to transmit it to the client 106; and in case that the client processes the 
intermediate data transmitted through the network, an intermediate data receiving 
step of a) analyzing the received packet, when the analyzed result corresponds to a 
video intermediate data packet, reconstructing the original video data from the 
video intermediate data duplicated into the packet 318 and then outputting it, and 
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b) when the received packet corresponds to an audio intermediate data packet, 
converting the audio intermediate data duplicated into the packet into analog voice 
data 3 1 6 and outputting it. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
